You would think a fellow ought-to 


\<e allowed to walk through tlie cor- 
ridors of the City Hall, wouldn't 
you? The other afternoon our City 
Council met. 1 happen to know son e 
of the men and went up wilh onr 
representative, a personal friend of 
mine; 1 wanted to get lu tlu coun- 
cil and stood there. 
1 saw i> grevt 


big policeman and said, where dots 
council meet? Don't know—nobody 
knows anything. After a while I 
walked to the end of (lie corridor, 
and saw a great bank of men in u 
room there, our councilman in that 
chamber sat right at the door, not 
being a councilman I could not get 
in; a great big policeman called for 
everybody lo get out of the corridor; 
the other fellows ran, I didn't: I said 
I am going in council, I am not go- 
Ing out. He said, "O, yes you are." 
You ought to have seen me going out, 
the Unit time I ever ran In my life;

versed by the Supreme Court of Penn- 
sylvania, most of his decisions are 
based on sound law and good common 
sense. Two of the most imiMirtunt 
cases, that erf Rreniian vs. Paxson 
and 
Moon 
vs. 
Matthews recently 


token to trie Supreme Court from this 
county have, just been decided, Ihe 
Supreme Court iifTirming the decibion 
of Judge Stout in both coses. The 
plaintilf in the first case was Edward 
V. M. Brcnnan, of Philadelphia, and 
the defendant was Slierill' Albert B. 
Paxsoii, of Doylestowu. 


Sheriff Paxson on April 12, 1007, 


sold a property in Bcnsulem township 
to Brennan for $9,000. At the close 
of the sale Brennan feigned the condi- 
tions, which' called for $1200 down 
money and the payment of tile bal- 
ance on the return day of the. writ, 
April 15. 1907, the $200 to be forfeit- 
ed if Brennan failed to comply with 
the conditions. It vuis then alleged 
thai Sheriff Paxson told a Mr. Scott, 
a friend of Dremmli, on the street it 
was not neceisary to pay the balance 
of the purchase money on the follow- 
ing Monday, but that they could have 
their own time in which to pay it.

the wilderness of Tidewater Virginia. 
But the associations of Waebingtoi 
with the spot are exceedingly small. 
His parents left It when he was four 
years old, going to an estate about a 
mile out of, the city of Frederlckx- 
btirg. This was his Do}-hood town. 
In these circumstances the govern, 
nient expenditure to mark the birth 
place seems a questionable wisdom.

An old bojii greeted* us 
mil led us into the llbruiy, a small 
room, in which were two lienchcs, 
vlth mnts before them and a few 
lojas sitting their, reading or cop\- 
ng. 
We too, sat down and liook 


fter book was drought to us. I have 
een very few fine old books, but, Mr. 
I. said that he bad never seen such 
looks, even in the British Museum. 
There, were Konins In great leathern 
overs, tooled and inlaid with dell- 
ate blues, pinks and gold. There 
veie beautiful books of poetry, each 
itige a diflerenC delicate pastil shade, 
hot through with gold, and deco- 
rated \yith wonderful Mowers and line 
ctterliig. Some of the hooks had 
arge letters of the ancient Arabic 
cript, an inch ur Mime in height; 
vhlle others were written in a hand 
i fine, it almnst required u glass to 
eciplier it. 
We saw books ou Thenl- 


gy, with angels whose wings were 
luly 
marvelous, and devils, who 


loked like demons indeed. We couk: 
iiudly bear to leave these wondeVfu] 
ooks, but had tti do so and came out 


tlie noisy, dirty street and re- 


icshed ourselves with some sherliet, 
sold on tlie street, so werciiguln, <juile 
plebeinn. 


We went on the Mosque of St. 


Soplila, and passed a few minutes in

rows less, as you see it ovtr and over, 
lere the library is in a small recess 
behind iron doois and is beautifully 
tiled. Hete many of tlie finest book's 
are kept In great caskets, beautifully 
inlaid with mother of pearl. When 
the hoja look them out, he placed 
them on low benches, that uere in- 
laid In similar fashion. 
Here we 


saw more Korans, also an interesting 
iiotuny und a quaint natural hlstorv. 
One page of tlie history was fascinat- 
ing;!1* It was entirely black in back- 
ground to represent night; and dying 
through tlie night, were, four great 
remiiikably constructed hats! 
Time 


would fail to tell you of all the treas- 
ures of volumes so priceless, that a 
singlelinecopied, brought ten pounds; 
of geographies with old maps local 
and foreign, in which cities are repre- 
sented hy houses like those a child 
draws; and forests by trees like the 
woollen ones In German Christinas 
gardens; and of the many old Turkish, 
Persian, and Arabic boo!:s and manu- 
scripts on strange pnper on parch- 
ment, all done liy hand and most 
beautifully Illuminated. Few know 
of their existence, and they have lieen 
so poorly cared for ttiat many are he- 
ing fast destroyed by worms; so that 
you ale almost frantic at the thought 
of such neglect. 
We could have seen 


more, but we lelt that a little, \\itli 
time to digest it was I letter than 
flying visit to many libraries. We 
enjoyed sitting down quietly, with 
no feeling of hurry, being just as 
oblivious of time as the old hojus 
themselves. 


Again, we left the quiet mosque for 


the noisy street, leaving just as prayer 
wa- over, with the weird sound of the 
muezzins' call and the p layer ring- 
ing in our cats. We soon got into mi 
American atmosphere, for we went to 
the American Bible House, arriving 
just in time for tea. We had expected 
to remain but a few minutes, and 
then visit another library; but had 
such a good time thut we spent nearly 
an hour, then had to rush to tbe 
bridge for the Hi&snr boat.
